Lloyd George Scores Tech- 
nical Point Over 
French.

The inter allied supreme council 
today approved the calling of a 
five*power economic conference 
to plan the 
reconstruction 
of 
Europe. 


Cannes, France, Jan. 6.—Recogni- 
iioh of the Russian soviet govern­ 
m ent by the allies was urged by Pre­ 
m ier Lloyd George of England in a 
speech before the inter allied su­ 
prem e. council today. 
In emphasizing the necessity 
of 
reorganizing th e Moscow regime Pre­ 
m ier Lloyd George declared th at the 
allies “cannot deal with one group of 
I assassins in the near east and refuse 
! to deal w ith another.” 
Lloyd George assailed the assump- 
' tion ^Maintained, in 
some; 
quarters 
; th a t B ritain is not suffering as much 
from the w ar as some other countries.

The B ritish prem ier appealed for 
i allied co-operation, saying:

“The Cannes conference 
is 
the 
; most im portant since the arm istice 
and the decision will be 
very 
far 
reaching. 
Frankness 
is necessary. 
Also, there m ust be three other con­ 
siderations: 
“First, a general 
agreem ent, 
a 
union if necessary. 
“Second, the allies m ust make al­ 
lowances for 
each 
other’s 
view­ 
points. 
“Third, there m ust he restraint re­ 
garding the vanquished pawers. 
“The victors cannot escape the re­ 
sponsibility for reconstruction. 
If 
they do try to escape it they will be 
condemned by the voices of our own 
countries.

Commonly they do not. Too many parents, without investigation, 
take indignantly whatever complaints the child pleases to bring 
home. If the child says the teacher is unfair 
of having it out with the child, goes on the 
in the eye, for the teacher. 
The marvel is not that many of our public schools are poorly 
taught. The wonder h that so much of the teaching maintains 
so high a standard. 
lf you are a parent what do you know of the woman or the 
mati who teaches your child? 
What interest have 
you taken 
in w'hat is being done for your child beyond writing an occasional 
note of request or remonstrance? 
Is your child’s teacher your 
friend? 
He or she should be. 
You ought certainly to have a 
common interest in the training of the young person who carries 
your name and is tx> do the w’ork of man or woman in the days 
to come. 
Take in the teacher’s' problem, and w’ith 
a little 
serious 
thought make it your own. The teacher’s day is spent in a room 
not with two or three children, but with, it may 
be, two 
or 
three score. 
You say to the teacher, “Keep them interested”—and how' 
would you do it if the task were yours? 
What arts would you 
use to fascinate that roomful and make the printed page and 
the oral recitation perfectly delightful? 
You need not wonder if teachers’ nerves are sometimes rasp­ 
ed to the raw. You need not be surprised to find them human and 
fallible. You, in the same place, w’ould be. 
The teacher needs contrast, recreation, refreshment more 
than most. The teacher must have chances to piay. When the 
salary is paid the smallest part of the community’s material obli­ 
gation is discharged. 
We pay those, who rear houses of brick 
and mortar more than we pay those who are building temples not 
made with hands wherein the human spirit dwells. 
Contacts for true friendship’s sake between 
teacher 
and 
parent ought in all ways to be encouraged. The teacher deserves 
to be an honored guest at the family fireside of any pupil—and 
at firesides of many families unrelated in any way to her daily 
routine. Parents who come to the schoolhouse *o interfere with 
discipline and the day’s work are a pest, not to be tolerated; the r
